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BACON HOG RECOMMENDED 
BY SHORT COURSE SPEAKERS 


Demonstration showed that Select Bacon Type is More 


Profitable than the Thick Smooth Animal. 


Good 


Addresses by Government Experts. Vast Improve- 
ment has been Made in Alberta Hogs in the past 
Few Years. Results of Feeding Experiments. 


Mr. Craig, deputy minister of ag- 
riculture for Alberta, speaking at the 
bacon hog short course at Wetaski- 
win last week, stated that he knew 
there were farmers who did not 
favor the bacon hog. It was not the 
intention of the department to force 


anyone in the matter of raising hogs, 


yet it was felt that the farmers should 
Know the facts regarding the whole 
hog industry and the hog. grading 
‘system. A vast improvement had 
been made in Alberta hogs, yet the 
quality was so low two and a half 
years ago that it had been impossible 
to effect improvement all over the 
country. The department realized 
that the farmer who made an effort 
to improve the quality of his stock 
should be encouraged, and at a meet- 
ing held at Saskatoon with the pro- 
ducers, the packers and the salesmen, 
it was agreed that thick smooths of 
the improved type should be sold for 
more money than those of the old 
type. If now rested with the de- 
partinent and the trade at Calgary 
‘and Edmonton to put this agreement 
inte operation. 


Mr, A. A, McMillan, of the Dominion 
live stock branch, Ottawa, who is re- 
sponsible for th: hog grading stan- 
dards all over Canada, stated that in 
many districts the farmers expected 
that one cross of a bacor type boar 
would result in the production of the 
‘bacon hog. At almost any shipping 
point in Alberta today one could see 
hogs with one cross of bacon blood 
in their veins, some with two crosses. 
These pigs were’ longer, but’ they 
svere still showing the lard charac- 
teristics, and while some selects were 


pigs would help themselves. 

Mr. Curtis, stock yard agent at Ed- 
monton, assured the farmers that all 
hogs going to the stock yards were 
graded, and if the farmer came to the 
yards and was not satisfied with the 
grading, he would arrange for them 
to see the carcasses hung up on the 
rail. The farmer could only get a 
knowledge of the bacon type by study- 
ing it at courses or at the yards, and 
it had been found that where the 
farmers knew the type they invariably 
were able to produce select bacon

whereas if they reverted now they 
would lose the improvement already 
accomplished, The improved quality 
of Canadian hogs had enabled Canada 
to export over 100,000,000 pounds of 
bacon in 1924. This brought a rev- 
enue into the country of $27,000,000, 
and as a result the price of hogs had 
been maintained at profitable prices. 
The price of hogs was such today 
that if a man was marketing thick 
smooth hogs there was a profit. The 
west during the first five months of 
this year marketed 100,000 more hogs 
than in the same period for 1924. 
Statistics showed that while more 
selects were being produced the im- 
provement was not in proportion to 
increased production. In the past in- 
creased production always had result- 
ed in lower prices and the same thing 
would happen again unless the farm- 
ers set about producing bacon hogs. 


Professor Sackville, of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, stated that large lit- 
ters of pigs was associated with a 
long, roomy type of sow. The large 
litter was the first factor in reduc- 
ing the cost of pork and bacon produc- 
tion. Bacon type sows had demon- 
strated their ability to produce and 
rear litters of eight, ten and twelve 
uniform pigs. Feeding experiments 
in Alberta and elsewhere in Canada 
and the United States proved that the 
bacon type pig could be reared as 
economically as the lard type. The 
bacon hog should be grown on green 
feed, skim milk and a light meal ra- 
tion of oats with the hulls sifted out. 
Barley was too fattening a food for 
the young growing pigs, elthough an 
excellent food for finishing. In the 
absence of skim milk the addition of 
rive per cent of tankage to the meal 
ration would be found beneficial. To 
avoid hairlessness in young pigs the 
farmers should feed potassium iodide. 
Make a solution from one ounce of 
potassium iodide in a gallon of water 
and feed one tablespoonful daily of 
this solution during the period of 
pregnancy to brood sows, ewes, cows 
and mares. 

Pigs require mineral matter, and a 
mixture consisting of 185 pounds of 
slack coal, 7 pounds of salt, 5 pounds 
slacked lime and 2 pounds of sulphur 
had given excellent results at the uni-

SPEAKERS OPEN - 
POOL CAMPAIGN 
IN THE PROVINCE 


The campaign for membership in 
the provincial livestock, dairy and 
poultry pools was opened in the cen- 
tral part of the province on Saturday, 
when meetings at Rimbey and La- 
combe were addressed by W. J. Park, 
president and managing director of 
the Fraser Valley Milk Producers’ as- 
sociation, and A, H. Mercer, secretary 
of the same body, and Nelson S. Smith 
representing the provisional board of 
the joint pools. 

The feature of the Rimbey gather- 
ing which was coincident with the 
semi-annual meeting of the Blindman 
Valley Cooperative Shipping associa- 
tion, was a unanimous decision on 
the part of the local association to 
join the provincial livestock associa- 
tion in a body. The Rimbey local is 
one of the strongest cooperative as- 
sociations in the province, having ex- 
panded its membership from 300 to 
700 during the 18 months it has been 
in operation. Business to the value of 
approximately $170,000 has been han- 
dled by this body during the first four 
months of 1925, and each regular 
shipment of hogs at the present time 
averages from $5,000 to $7,000. The 
support of this strong local association 
is yery gratifying to the board of the 
provincial pool. 

W. J. Park, in reviewing the growth 
of cooperative marketing in ~ British 
Columbia, outlined the deyelopment 
jof the Fraser Valley association, a 


farraer-owned and operated organizd- 
tion which in the eight years of its 
existence has grown from an initial 
capital of $20,000 to a paid-up capital 
at the present time of nearly $600,000. 
The farmers of the Fraser Valley, 
stated the speaker, are now owners of 
@ company valued at approximately 
$1,000,000 invested in cows and equip- 
ment, an indication of the extent to 
which the dairy industry has been de- 
veloped in that part of the province. 

A. H. Mercer, secretary of the big 
association, emphasized the benefits 
to the members of this cooperative 
enterprise, pointing out that the re- 
turns to the producer had been prac- 
tically doabled since the manufacture 
and marketing of ais dairy products 
had been taken over by the associa- 
tion. This big cooperative has secur: 
ed many avenues for the disposal of 
its products, having now on the mar- 
ket its own brand of butter, cheese, 
condensed milk, powdered milk and 
casein, as well as practically controll- 
ing the Vancouver milk supply. Both 
speakers emphasized the necessity of 
a solid sign-up on the part of Alberta 
dairymen for best results from the 
pool now in process of organization. 

Several signatures were secured on 
contracts following the address of 
Nelson S. Smith, who reviewed the 
progress of the dairy industry in the 
province and outlined the aims of the 
pool. It was pointed out by the speak- 
er that 6,000,000 pounds of butterfat 
had been set as the minimum sign-up 
upon which the pool would be organ- 
ized and that the board had decided 
upon August Ist as the date by which 
it is hoped to secure this result. 

At the Lacombe meeting on Satur- 
day evening it was evident that the 
sentiment was somewhat mixed as to 
the advantages of the pool system of 
marketing. Livestock dealers of the 
district were strongly represented in 
the audience and some stiff opposi- 
tion to the project was voiced. The 
authority of a number of statements 
made by Nelson S. Smith in regard to 
profits made by drovers in several dis- 
tricts were challenged by J. McKenzie 
and W. F. Puffer, who stated that 
farmers in the Lacombe district were 
well satisfied with the treatment they 
had received at the hands of private 
buyers, 

Several farmers in the audience ex- 
pressed unwillingness to sign pool 
contracts until something definite 
was known of the personnel of the 
permanent board of the pools and the 
manner in which the produce contract- 
ed to the pools will finally be market- 
ed.

BANKING SYSTEM 
EXPLAINED BY 
KIWANIAN BARRY 


Interesting and Instructive 
Address Given at the 
Weekly Luncheon 


Edmonton Club Will be En- 
tertained at Meeting 
next Monday 


Nearly every Wetaskiwanian  at- 
tended the weekly luncheon of the 
club on Tuesday evening, and enjoyed 
a good talk on Canadian Banking, 
given by W. Barry, manager of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. The 
speaker commenced his remarks by 
stating that modern banking is main- 
ly the result of heredity and environ- 
ment and not of arbitrary legislation 
or the general admission in any wide 
degree of settled principles. But the 
principles suitable to an old country 
with a compact population, a highly 
developed railroad and telegraph or- 
ganization for the distribution of com- 
modities and information, and wealth 
enough to be a lender to other na- 
tions are not applicable to a new coun- 
try with a scattered population. 
Canadian banking = belongs to the 
class where the law makers and the 
bankers have been mainly concerned 
to give the people the best instru- 
ment in aid of commerce that they 
could devise. 

A banking system should create a 
currency free from doubt as to its 
value; it should possess the machin- 
ery necessary to. distribute money 
over the whole area of the country; 
it should supply the legitimate wants 
of the borrower wnider ordinary cir- 
cumstances as well as in times of 
stress; and. it: al uslds afford .. the 
Breatest issible measure vf safety io 
the depositors, 

Canada was gmong the first coun- 
tries in modern times to issue fiat 


paper money for general cirdilation: 
In 1685 and 1729 card money was 
used. The issue in the latter year 
was redeemed in 1766 at 50 per cent 
of its face value. That expressive 
phrase “Not worth a continental!” 
originated with the issuance and col- 
lapse of paper money. 

In applying for a charter, the ap- 
plicants must have subscribed a cap- 
ital of $500,000 paid up to the extent 
of one-half, or $250,000, and this fact 
must be proven by the temporary 
deposit of the actual money with the 
treasury department. In Canada, as 
well as in the U.S., shareholders: in 
banks are subject to what is known 
as double liability. In the event of 
the property and assets of the bank 
being insufficient to pay the debts 
and liabilities, each shareholder shall 
be liable for the deficiency to an 
amount equal to the par value of the 
shares held by him. 

Under our banking laws, the claim 
of the note holder is preferred to that 
of the depositor, in the event of the 
bank getting into difficulties, Dey 
posits taken by the bank are divided 
into two classes—demand and sav- 
ings. 

The speaker then gave a number of 
figures showing the rapid increase of 
the currency in circulation, and the 
increased amounts of the deposits in 
the divferent banks in Canada.

He 
determined to go on to the Edmonton 
office of the land settlement board 
in order to give a piece of his mind 
to Major Gordon, the officer in charge 
there. On arrival at Edmonton he 
repeated what had been told by fel- 
low passengers and demanded to 
know what the Canadian government 
meant by imposing on him. He would 
go back to England and expose the 
whole business. 

Major Gordon listened to the story 
without comment, and when the cap- 
tain had finished, produced a_ file 
from his desk. “How would you like 
a farm like this?” the superintendent
